Rabies: Recently we have been re- 


This applies mostly to 
in the north, Between 
January ist, 1965 and March 28th, 
1955 the heads of 20 animals have 
been reported as positive for rabies 
by the Federal Veterinary Research 
Laboratory, Lethbridge. 

Nine of these were coyotes, three 
dogs. two cattle, four pigs, one cat 
and one fox. It is safe to assume 
that the dogs, cattle and pigs were 
likely all bitten by rabid coyotes. 
The Peace River block sent in 14 of 
the heads, 4 came from Barrhead 
district, and 2 from other northern 
points. 

The disease is transmitted by the 
bite of the rabid animal. The virus 
is present in the saliva and is in- 
troduced through the bite wound, It 
follows he nerve trunks to he spinal 
cord and brain. Thus, a bite on the 
nose or the lips is especially danger- 
ous as the virus has a very short 
distance to travel to the brain. 

Seasons and weather have no ef- 
fect on the spread of rabies, except 
to force wildlife into settlements for 
food during winter. On February 
20th, 1955 a pig in the Spirit River 
district began to act strangely. It 
vegan staying by itself and appeared 
afraid of people, It would not eat 
and also moved backwards continu- 
ally, Just prior to death it became 
blind and crippled ana died February 
23, 1955. 

As coyotes are the main wildlife 

spreaders it can be seen that efforts 

must be maintained and increased to 

kcep coyote population very low,

The two members, who said they 
did not realize this and had not been 
informed of any irregularities by 
their solicitors when the building 
was assigned to a holding company 
in trust for Mr. Landeryou and Mr.
